(Dig big hole; plant Holly to depth of 
top wire of basket; fill in earth around 
basket. Seak with water when planting: 
water once a week while tree is growing. 
Wire rusts away long before rocts be- 
come large. Roots go right thru the 


special paper lining of basket.) 


e Female (Berry-Bearing) Varieties.

e Hollies prefer Oak Leafmold to any other 
plant food. They will develop greener leaves 
and better berries when growing in it than 
they will in any other soil. 


@ Oak Leafmold is very sour, and is teeming 
with beneficial bacteria. It is this bacterial 
action which releases nitrogen and makes 
available necessary plant foods. Peats or soils 
mined from under ground pits or bogs are 
“dead;” they contain little bacteria, and, 
while they are excellent as mulch, they do 
not have the food yalue of Oak Leafmold. 


e Oak Leafmold is reasonable in price. 
$1.00 per bag (abt. 1 bu.) FOB 
.90 per bag over 10 bags, FOB 
Truckload bulk delivered rates on request. 
Appreciable reduction.

Trueness To Variety Type: 


The following exceptions and notations should 
be made: 

1. A loose growing tree may be made dense 
by constant pruning. Thus very often 
old parent ‘trees described as “loose” will 
actually appear dense. 

2. <A very young tree does not show its true 
shape until somewhere around the sixth 
year. Thus young trees (under 7 yrs.) 
which we sell cannot be guaranteed to 
resemble the shape described for the 
variety shipped to you. However, as 
they grow up, they should be expected 
to assume their true shape. 


8. Trees over seven years of age mav be 
purchased under the assumption tha* *he 
trees will resemble the description listed 
for the variety. 
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
